DETAILS OF THE CONVENTION. 


Very Little Done Yesterday—Today 
Will Be Interesting. 
Syracuse, N. Y., September 28.—The cha- 
Otic’ condition of the delegations to the 
State democratic convention at midnight 
Was accentuated by a contest precipitated 
by the action of the committee on creden- 
tials in confirming the sitting delegations 
in the three districts of Erie and seating 
the contesting delegates in the first and 
third of Monroe. This action, if approved, 
would probably give control of the next 
State committee to Ex-Senator Hill, and 
at midnight tonight it was alleged that 
Mr. Croker and Tammany would fight the 
adoption of the report on the floor of the 

convention tomorrow. 

It is also asserted that the Tammany 
delegates, finding the up state sentiment 
strongly against Van Wyck, have thought 
of taking up Judge D. Cady Herrick. of 
Aibany, as their candidate to prevent Ex- 
Senator Hill nominating Mr. Stanchfield 
and to combat any idea that Hill has de- 
feated Croker. 

At midnight it & generally conceded 
that Mr. Danforth will go into the con- 
vention with more votes than any other 
candidate, but not enough to nominate. 
The Stanchfield boom has grown rapidly 
tonight and many Tammany men are talk- 
ing of it. 

A Warm Session Today. 

All night the leaders have been fighting 
hard, and there is promise of a heated 
session tomorrow unless some understand- 
ing is arrived at. The ‘fight seems to be 
the delegates below the Bronx against 
those above it, and so far the latter are 
in the ascendancy. 

It is probable that the convention will 
finish by tomorrow night. It is not pos- 
sible, at midnight, to give any idea of 
the names that will probably go on the 
ticket. To some newspaper men tonight 
Mr. Croker said that Mayor Van Wyck 
was not a candidate, but there is no gen- 
eral indication that he hag been withdrawn 
permanently. 

The only thing decided finally tonight 
and not subject to change tomorrow is 
that there will not be any mention either 
of the Chicago platform or of silver. Long 
before the platform committee met there 
were indications that this was so. 

In the convention Delegate J. C. Pierce, 
of Monroe, offered a resolution indorsing 
the Chicago platform, but was not allowed 
to speak upon it and it was not read, 

Silver Men Hold Meeting. 

Still later in the day the silver adherents 
applied to the committee on resolutions 
to put in a plank of indorsement, but met 
with refusal. The result of all this was 
a meeting of a number of the silver men 
and ‘the selection of a state ticket which 
they claim they will put in the field if 
they are not recognized,

There were some other phases of the 
silver question which were amusing and 
displayed scientific politics upon the part 
of those in charge of the party affairs, who 
are for a state platform without mention 
of national issues.

Springing Up in All the Counties 
the State.

POPULISTS BY SCORES JOINING IN 


People in the Black Belt of the State 
Determined That the White 
Shall Rule. | 


By Frank Weldon. . 

Goldsboro, N. C., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.—Two white government ‘ynion clubs 
were organized here last night, one in each 
of the two wards. These clubs are s:ring- 
ing up all through the black belt: The 
country people are more thoroughly or- 
ganized than those who live in the towns 
and cities, but the cities are joining the 
movement. 

The purpose of these clubs is to rescue 
the state from the domination of the ne- 
groes and the office-seeking white fusion- 
ists. Within a few weeks the organization 
has become formidable. When I was in 
the state three weeks: ago the movement 
was just getting started. Now there are 
clubs everywhere in the eastern counties. 
A white. button is the badge of member- 
ship, and the emblem now worn by thou- 
sands means a vote next November for 
white supremacy and decent government. 

The meetings are open to the public. 
Their proceedings are not hidden. There 
are no secrets or mysteries. Any quali- 
fied white voter who wil] promise to vote 
the decent government ticket is eligible to 
membership. Tie leading men in the state 
are working up the organization. Judge 
W. R. Allen addressed “he courthouse 
meeting here tonight. His partner, Mr. 
Dortch, addressed the opera house meet- 
ing. Charles Aycock, Esq., spoke at a 
third meeting in one of the suburbs. Mr. 
W. F. Simmons, chairman of the state 
democratic executive committee, who was 
here, attended one of the meetings. So 
much for the character of the men who 
are taking an active part in the work. 

Midge Allen, who is the democratic nom- 
inee for the legislature from this county, 
Wayne, for the legislature, tells me that 
on last Saturday night he assisted in or- 
ganizing a club in the adjoining county, 
Duplin, and one of the most influential 
populists in the county was elected pres- 
ident. Many populists are jojning the or- 
ganization, which will probably be perma- 
nent. It ds not merely a campaign move- 
ment. The farmers living in the country 
feel the need for such an organization, be- 
lieving that it will be in the nature of a 
protection to their families and _ their 
homes. That is why the c!ub appeals so 
strongly to husbands and fathers in the 
black belt. White girls and white women 
are constantly liable to insult and worse on 
the farms, and even in the villages, from 
the criminal class of negroes who have lit- 
tle or no regard for law in the counties 
where the constables, deputy sheriffs and 
magistrates are of their own race. 

Hundreds of Negroes in Office. 
The fusionists in the eleventh congres- 
siona] district of Georgia tell the white 
populists and white republicans that there 
is no negro domination in North Carolina, 
and that there are no negro officials except 
in rare instances. The fusionists here told 
that to the white republicans and populists 
in the western part of this state two years 
ago. They tried to deride the charge this 
year, but the facts give their denials the 
lie. In the four counties—Edgecombe, New 
Hanover, Craven and Bertie—there are 114 
negro magistrates. New Hanover, of 
which Wilmington is the county seat, has 
forty. As for bai.\fs, constables, deputy 


trars, one would become weary.in tabu- 
lating them, there are sO many. And all 
this is the result of fesion between the 
populists and the republicans in’ 1894 and 


Governor Dan Russell, Secretary of State 
Cy Thompson, State Auditor Ha} Ayer and 
the rest of the office-holding gang are try- 
ing to perpetuate themselves in office and 
increase the number of negro office hold- 
ers. They deny it in their campaign litera- 
ture, which they know the negroes will not 
see, but they promise the blacks that

Mr. J. O. Carr,” ehairman of the demo- 
cratic execttive committee of Duplin 
county. and democratic nominee for the 
legislature, was here this afternoon, He 
told, me that there are 800 populists, 1,100 
negroes and 1,600 .democrate in Dupin. 
Middleton controls the negro vote, and he 
makes whatever demands he pleases of 
the populists. They have to submit to him 
or they will get nothing. This year the 
populists intended to renominate the mem- 
ber of the last legisiature, but he tad 
voted against Pritchard, the republican 
United States senator, and Middleton made 
the populists take him out’ of the race. 
Another populist was put up, but he has 
come down. Mr. Carr said he did not 
know why. He too, may have been objec- 
tionable to Middleton. e democrats ex- 
pect to earry Duplin this year. They got 
a full registration, while the negroes neg- 
lected to. register for some reuson. In ad- 
dition many populists, disgusted with ne- 
gro domination, declare that they will vote 
the democratic ticket. 

How Goldsboro Escaped. 

Way:e is controligi By the democrats 
who have 4 safe migurity in the city and 
country. To illustrate the methods of the 
fusionists in their attempt ty control the 
white cities, the ease of Gokdsboro may be 
used as an example. Thé™white majority 
here is 20, The negroes wantéd to run 
the city, which is fairly prosperous and 
progressive. So, in 1895, a Dill was passed 


by the first fusion legislature dividing the | 


city into two wards. One ward with a 
smal] negro majority was given five alder- 
men. The other ward, with a large white 
majority, was allowed only four aldermen:

END WAS PEACEFUL 


Closing of the Life of a Brilliant 
Citize, 


THE SAD SCENE AT. DEDHAM 
Family and Friends of the Statesman 
) Around the Bedside. 


HE WAS ON A VISIT TO HIS CHILDREN 


Was Taken Ill and Graduaily Weak- 
ened Until Death Came—Ar- 
rangements for Funeral. 


Dedham, Mass., Sepember 28.—Thomes F. 
Bayard died at ‘half-past 4 o'clock this 
afternoon at Karistein, the summer resi- 
dence of his daughter, Mrs. Samuel D. 
Warren, after an illness of six weeks. His 
death was without pain. H's wife, his 
two daughters—Mrs, Warren and Miss Flor- 
ence Bayard—and his son, Thomas w Jr., 
saw him draw his last breath, and his 
third daughter, the Countess Lauenhaupt, 
was on her way to Dedham. 

The remains will be conyeyed to Dela- 
Ware and the funeral services wll be held 
Saturday in the old Swedish church at 
Wilmington.

The bill named the 
commission—five men, all republicans, not 
one of whom could be elected to any office 
here under laws which usually gofvern elec- 
tions in other places. The fusionists had a 
majority in. the legislature, and they would 
undoubtedly have passed the bill had it 
not been for the fight over the railroad 
lease, which sidetracked everylaing else. 
That was ali: that saved Goldsboro, and 
should the same. gang control the next leg- 
islature, this city will have but |'ttle hope 
of escaping the clutches of the negroes. 

This is dn instance of two attempts which 
failed. Greenville, Wilmington anc New- 
berne were turned over to the ignorant 
minority, and are in their hands today. 

A eimilar state of affairs would soon 
be seen in Georgia if Wilkinson and Mili- 
kin could get. contro] of the state, which, 
happily for Georg.a, ig not even remotely 
possible, so long as such object lessons as 
North Carolina affords are before our 


eyes. 


Calling on the President. 

Washington September 28.—National 
Committeeman Kerens, of Missouri, had 
a second interview with Preaident McKin- 
ley today in order to prevail upon the pres- 
ident to visit St. Louls while on his west- 
ern trip. The president stated, however, 
that.he has not definitely settled his plans 
further than already has been outlined, 
going direct, from here October 10th to 
Omaha. Mr. Kerens stated, after the cail, 
that he thought the president woukl re- 
main in Omaha on the 13th as well as the 
12th of next month,‘and expected that he 
would be in St. Louis on'the evening of the 
14th, leaving the next morning for Chicago. 
This part of the president's itinerary, how- 
ever, is subject to a final decision.

gion with an unexcelled health record and 
further insist that this city, in the moun- 
tains, with its high altitude, pure, dry 
air and inexhaustable supply of pure spring 
water, is a place where troops from any 
section of our country may with utmost 
safety be a at any season of the 
year and be immiune from any malarial 
or other diseases which may prevail in a 

lower country.

SCANDAL OVER THE BONES. 


The Secrecy Observed in the Removal 
of the Remains of Columbus. 
Havana, via Key West, Fla., September 
23.—Mystery and secrecy surround ail the 
Official acts of the Spanish government. 
Especially was this the case in exhuming 
the remains of Columous, and this fact 
has caused much unfavorable comment 
and given rise to grave rumors, which, 
though unconfirmed, appear to have some 
foundation, as there has been no attempt 
at denial from any source. The removal 
of the remains, which should certainly 
have been a public ceremony, Was veiled 
in the deepest mystery and was effected 
behind the closed doors of the cathedral, 
which was guarded by an armed foree. 
Few of the authorities were present, the 
names of those who were to attend being 
handed to the chief of policé the night 
before in General Blanco’s own handwrit- 
ing. The chief of police suggested that 
comments would be made by the press upon 
the secrecy of the proceedings, and asked 
whether it would not be advisable to allow 
representatives of the newspapers to be 
present. To this General Blanca emphat- 
ically refused to accede, telling the chief 
of police to limit himself exclusively to 
me list of guests which had been handed 

m. 

No official account of the ceremony or 
Statement regarding the condition of the 
remains ‘has been made public, but it has 
leaked out from an almost authoritative 
source that they are are not in the ex- 
actly same condition as when Placed in 
the niche. When the remains were placed 
in the mausoleum, a small casket was ‘n- 
closed containing coins, gold and silver 
medals, precious stones and rolls of parch- 
ment, as was then the custom upon the 
occasion of a burial. It appears that thie

casket has been tampered with, and rifled ; 


of its contents. and further rumors say 
that only portions of the remains are left. 
Gossip, scandal and speculation are rife, 
the exact truth of which the authorities 
make no effort to affirm or contradict. A 
quasi-official explanation, however, is to 
the effect that secrecy was given to the 
ceremony because a cable dispatch re- 
ceived here reported that Genera] Toral 
had been murdered in Madrid the day be- 
fore. and fears were entertained that dis- 
orders might occur if the public and mili- 
tary came toget‘her in great numbers.

The Negro Admitted. | 


Philadelphia, September 28.—The breach 
between the principal circuit chasers and 
the League of American Wheelmen, which 
began in Trenton, N. J., om Monday night 
with the repudiation of the league and the 
formation of.a temporary - organization 
to be known as the National Racing Cy- 
clists Union, was widened tonight when 
the riders met in the city and formed a 
permanent Organization. Officers were 
elected, a dozen new members were ad- 
mitted and a schedule of dates for the 
month of October was decided upon. The 
riders also refused absolutely to take part 
in the national circuit meets scheduled for 
Woodside park tomorrow unless the man- 
agement repudiates the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen.

Zola’s Effects on the Block. 

Paris, September 28.—The house and fur- 
niture of M. Emile Zola are about to be 
sold to satisfy a judgment of 30,000 francs 
obtained against him by three handwriting 
experts who recently won a libel suit grow- 
ing out of the Dreyfus case against the 
author. The experts have refused the offer 
of M. Octave Mirabeau to be responsible 
for the amount. It is. expected that the 
minister of justice, M. Sarrien, if he. has 
not already done so, will issue directions 
that the rigors of the imprisonment. of 
Dreyfus be modified, according to custom, 
pending a final decision in his case, which 
is new before the court of cassation.

in. advance became plain today, when other 
orders were received from Washington 
notifying the commissary, quartermaster, 
hospital and ordnance officials here of the 
prospective shipment of large quantities of 
supplies to them. It seems to be the in- 
tention of the department to equip the corps 
with everything possible for their comfort 
and well-being on the island, amd to so 
regulate matters that there can be no 
possibility of another such scandal as re- 
sulted from the Santiago campaign. In 
other words, the government proposes to 
see to it that the second army which in- 
vades Cuba is to have the advantage of 
all lessons learned from the unfortunate 
experience of the first, and to head off all 
possible criticism by finding out what the 
troops to be sent to the island say they 
meed, and then giving it to them. 

It is no easy matter to estimate the needs 
of an army sent to a foreign shore. The 
incompetence of General Shafter was 
largely responsible for the wretched con- 
dition of the troops at Santiago, and he has 
no adequate excuse for his failure to pro- 
vide for this men at least such physicians 


_ and medical supplies as might be needed 


as the result of an active encounter with 
the enemy in the field, to say nothing of 
the threat of fever which is put out by all 
tropical] countries. He was mentally un- 
able to realize these things, and the dense- 
ness of his intellect is still being exhibited 
in his public performances throughout the 
country, during which he deluges himself 
with bouquets and explains how it hap-

But even to men of experience and intelll- 
gence, the problem of equipping an army 
for action is yone difficult to solve, and so 
many considerations enter into it, such as 
the resources of the country to be invaded, 
the length of their stay, and the character 
of their service, that the best brains may 
be forgiven if they sometimes make mis- 
takes. 
No Lack of Supplies Now.

Just before General Lee left here yester- 
day evening I called on him and showed

does in Cuba, and my showing it brought 
out an interesting talk from him touch- 
ing this point, 

“I don’t believe the army is going to dis- 
tribute food in Cuba,” he said, ‘‘ana I don’t 
believe it will be calied upon to perform 
any service in that line. Certainly that is 
not my understanding. Such relief sup- 
piles as are sent over there will be distrib- 
uted in two ways. If the government sends 
any, they will be handled by the regular 
commissary department of the government. 
If the Red Cross or other charitable insti-

them. I think that we will let them estab- 
lish themselves according to their , own 
plans and recognize them in their adminis- 
trative positions. But the fact that we 
have placed them in power not only gives 
Us the right to see that they exercise that 
Power judiciously, but we are morally 
bound to watch over them until they are 
able, in every sense of the word, to govern 
themselves.’’ 

“Will that time ever come?” I asked. 

“I don’t want to discuss Cuba's future 
at all. I am only talking about present 
conditions which we face with a responsi- 
bility that-is sufficient in itself to keep us 
busy. We will let the insurgent govern- 
ment set itself up und we will teach it 
how to levy and collect taxes, how to run 
its schools, how to maintain necessary 
sanitary and quarantine regulations and 
how to devolp the wonderful country that 
is back of it. The duty of the army which 
is to be sent to Cuba is only to guarantee 
peace to those who honestly des.re to help 
restore the island and during the period of 
restoration that is what we are going 
to do,’’. 

“And afterwards?’ 

“I told you yesterday that future develop- 
ments must shape Cuba’s future. .I don’t 
know what is going to happen, and you 
don’t, and nobobdy does. Spain and the 
insurgents have not given me any pro- 
gramme of their intentions. What I have 
Said to you I have said only asa citizen 
who has had an opportunity to acquaint 
himself somewhat with present conditions 


| On the island and who could not speculate 


intelligently as to its future if he would. 
As an army officer, I will go to Cuba to 
keep order and to obey orders. We will 
go there fully equipped for any sort of 
service and prepared to stay for any length 
of time. As to what is going to happen 
after we get there, I know no more than 
you, and I don’t want to guess at it. As 
a guesser I have never been a success.”’ 
“For Any Sort of Service.” 

This statement from General] Lee, who is 
not given to saying, either as a private cit- 
izen or as a public official, what he does 
not mean, is significant. It is of course not 
astonishing that the army of occupation is 
going to Cuba prepared “for any sort of 
service,’’ for that is the sort of service that 
all armies enlist for. sut it is of impor- 
tance to the public just now to learn how 
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not offer any suggestion as to this, and it 
should always be borne in mind by the 
readef, if he is interésted in current events, 
that the peace Commission which will meet 
in Paris in a few days has no authority 
to settle disputes between Cuba and the 
United States.

until some sort of a stable government sat- 
isfactory to all concerned is established. 
The average poldier ays no attention to 
these things and he uas been deceived so 
often as to what his government is going 
to do with him that an affidavit from Pres- 
ident McKinley would be required to con- 
vince him that any real and final decision 
had been reached. But he is ready to go 
anywhere and ready to start at any time. 
I completed today the round of the big 
camp here, and the aay’s inspection only 
increased my admiration for General Lee 
as a commander, and if I could make any 
stronger the words of praise I have already 
spoken of him, I would gladly do so. It is 
not only the finest camp that has been 
established sincs war was declared, but I 
belleve it is as perfect in every sense of 
the word as has ever been established. 

I wish that the whole country could get 
a glimpse of these boys before they start 
for Cuba. At Tampa in June I saw sixteen 
thousand robust young men board the 
transports that were xo take them to San- 
tlago, and at Montauk Point last month 
I saw the wretched remnant of that mag- 
nificent command return. They went away 
in the best of health and they came back in 
the worst. But here it is different. If I 
were old enough-to have a son who could 
fight 1 would send him to Lee’s camp as a 
health resort. I would turn him loose 
among these hardy, brown-faced, erect, 
broad-shouldered boys, and tell him when 
he got sick to report to the provost marshal 
for extra guard duty.

Jones entered, however, and Smith ran 
to get a loaded gun that was behind his 
bed for the purpose of frightening Jores 
away, but with no intention of shooting 
him. Jones also ran forward and the two 
negroes seized the gun together «rd in 
the scuffle that ensued the gun fired and 
the load of shot struck Jones in the left 
jaw, making a frightful wound.

Several weeks ago he began ‘to feel the 
effects of his long illness and at once told 
his physicians of this’ They advised him 
to discontinue his business for a while and 
to remain at his home. . This he did, and a 
few days later was compelled to remain 
in his room. That was the beginning of the 
end. He gradually grew weaker, and al- 
though several times he was well enough 
to be on the front veranda of his residence, 
he was of the opinion, and his friends 
knew, that he would never be well again. 

Tuesday afternoon it was observed by 
those who were watching at his bedside 
that he was much worse. This was report- 
ed to the physicians and they spent the 
night at the home of the dying man. Their 
efforts, however, were futile, and after ral- 
lying several times, he died peacefully 
whfle surrounded by his family shortly 
after 4 o'clock. 

Funeral services will be conducted over 
the remains this morning at 10 o’clock at 
his late residence, 
and the interment will occur at Westview 
cemetery. The funeral services will be 
conducted by Dr. I. 8S. Hopkins, who knew 
Captain Lyle during his lifetime.

Sketch of His Life. 

Captain Lyle was by birth a Tennesseean, 
but moved to this state in 1867 and until 
the time of his death resided there, being 
foremost in all business enterprises. He 
was born on April 29, 1839, in .Montgomery 
county, Tennessee, and resided there until 
he entered the confederate army with a 
Tennessee regiment. 

Directly after the war he returned to 
his old home and on May 2, 1866, he mar- 
ried Miss Martha Hickie Connally, the sis- 
ter of Dr. BE. L. Connally, of this city. 
His wife died in Atlanta on September 14, 
1888, and was interred at Westview ceme- 
tery: Captain Lyle became a resident of 
East Point, Ga., in 1867, and entered into 
the merchandise business there, 

Of this business he made a decided suc- 
cess, and when he Rft East Point fifteen 
years ago he had considerable means. He 
moved from East Point to Atlanta and en- 
tered the real estate business here, being a 
partner in the firm of Leake & Lyle, which 
did considerable business in real estate in 

: at that time. : 
ge pe a years Captain Lyle had been in 
the coal business and was at the time of 
his death president of an Alabama coal 
mining company. On March 8, 1890, Captain 
Lyle married Miss Alice Perkerson, of this 
city, sister of Mr. Dempse Perkerson. 

She survives him, as does also his daugh- 
‘ters, Mrs. 8S. F. Perkins and Mrs, M. D.

LIEUTENANT COLONEL WILLIAM 
Robinson, of the Fifth Maryland volun- 
teer infantry, died in this city yesterday 
morning shortly before 12 o’clock at the 
sanitarium of Dr. W. 8S. Elkin, where 
he had been taken for treatment. His 
death was the result of a severe attack 
of typhoid fever, which seized him several 
days ‘ago, 

He was at that time, however, stopping 
at the Hotel (Marion and as he was of the 
opinion that his illn@ss was of an inconse- 
quential nature, no medical attention was 
given him until Tuesday morning, when 
his friends insisted upon summoning phy- 
Sicians. 

Dr. W. 8S. Elkin visited Lieutenant Colo- 
ne] Robinson and at once pronounced his 
ailment typhoid fever. The physician saw 
that the fever was then far advanced and 
recommended that the patient be removed 
to the sanitarium. This was done and 
during Tuesday morning Colonel Robinson 
was taken to the sanitarium on Luckie 
street. 

iHere he was given the best attention of 
physicians and nurses, and everything that 
was possible was done for him, but with- 
Out avail. He continued to grow worse 
in condition and except for a few brief 
rallies no hope was entertained for life. 
Hig friends in this city were with him, 
but he was unconscious during his last 
moments. 

Lieutenant Colonel Robinson arrived in 
Atlanta on September 22d and went at 
once to the Marion, where he registered 
from Baltimore. He at once called upon 
Colonel Brown, of the Second Georgia, 
Colonel Robinson having come to this city 
for the purpose of seeing Colonel Brown 
and his regiment. 

Colonel Robinson left Baltimore on Sep-

tember 17th in perfect health and went 
at once to Huntsville, Ala., and there he 
spent several days with the soldiers. He 
had intended remaining only a few days 
in this city and would have left but for 
the illness which resulted in his death. 

Colonel Robinson had reached the age 
of thirty-three years and was a citizen of 
Baltimore. He is survived by his mother, 
his wife and several children, all of whom 
reside in Baltimore. In 1893 Colonel 
Robinson was elected to the Maryland 
house of delegates on the democratic 
ticket and ran again last year, but was 
defeated. 

In 1886 Colonel Robinson was admitted 
to the Baltimore bar and since that time 
he has been one of the most prominent 
attorneys of that city. He was for a long 
time an enthusiast in voluntary military 
matters and was regarded as an authority 
on all matters pertaining to military law 
and tactics. 

In the Fifth Maryland regiment of in- 
fantry Colonel Robinson has successively 
been second lieutenant, first lieutenant, 
captain, major aud lieutenant colonel. 
Prior to his connection with the Fifth reg- 
iment he was a member of the Baltimere 
Light infantry. 

Colonel Robinson was one of the most 
popular officers of the Fifth Maryland 
and the announcement of his demise will 
cause great regret among the members of 
that regiment. He was also very popular 
as a member of the bar and it is probable 
that some action will be taken by that 
organization when his remains reach his 
late home. 

It is probable that but for the fact that 
Robinson refused to allow the 
summoning of physicians until Tuesday 
that his life would have been saved. As 
it was, however, the fever was allowed 
to obtain too fast a hold upon his system 
before medical attention was brought to 
bear to counteract the disease. 

The remains of Colonel Robinson will 
be sent to his late home today on the 
trains leaving the city at noon. He was 
well known in this city, especially among 
the officers of the Second Georgia and 
the announcement yesterday morning of 
his death occasioned much regret.

THE BOARD OF CONTROL OF THE 
union passenger station has decided to 
make some material improvements in the 
old passenger shed on Wall street. At 
a meeting neld recently the old shack was 
discussed, and it was unanimously de- 
cided to spend about $17,000 on the struc- 
ture at once, so as to malie it more pre- 
sentable, 

The entire floor of the shed will be 
raised eight inches so as to prevent the 
flood of water during the rainy spells from 


+ 


-entering the shed. The crossings at Loyd 


Pryvr and Whitehall) steets will be raised 
e‘ght inches so as to keep the stones dry. 
It is probable thé shed will be widened 
thirty feet on the southern side, so as 
to cover the tracks now outside the shed 
occupied by the Southern rallway. 

This work, under the supervision of Mr. 
Grant Wilkins, will commence as _ soon 
as the material can be secured. This ma- 
terial has already been ordered, and Mr. 
Charles Harman, general passenger agent 
of the Western and Atlantic and who is 
prominently connected with the station 
board of control, stated yesterday that it 
would be here in a very few days and 
that work would begin immediately on its 
arrival. 

The board of control also discussed ex- 
tending the general waiting rooms to the 
western end of the depot, thereby cutting 
off Durand’s restaurant entirely, taking 
the men’s toilet rooms to the second floor, 
moving the baggage rooms to the second 
floor, putting in an elevator and making 
the building general!y more attractive. 

No definite decision was arrived at as to 
these improvements, but it is probable 
they will be made in the very near future. 
The railway men, according to one of 
their number, fully realize the inadequacy 
of the old station and are determined to 
remedy it as much as possible. These ad- 
ditional improvemeats, together with the 
raising of the floor and the raising of the 
crossings, will cost in the neighborhood 
Of $17,000. 

The present waiting room at the sta- 
tion is a disgrace toiAtlanta, It is not half 
large enough to accommodate one-third 
of the traveling publie and has long been 
an eyesore to the cOmmunity. With the 
new improvements it is thought the old 
station can be made to much more sgat- 
isfactorily answer the needs of the peopie,

THE CASE AGAINST EDGAR FULLER 
and his pretty blonde wife, who were mar- 
ried in cotton bagging at the Piedmont 
exposition, was taken up in the police court 
again yesterday afternoon, and after sev- 
eral witnesses had been examined it went 
Over until this afternoon at 3 o'clock, when 
it will probably be eoneluded. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fuller are charged with 
running a house at No.’ 7% Rock street, 
which is not such as ought to be toler- 
ated in a decent neighborhood. 

There were some Striking features in the 
Case yesterday. One of Fuller's brothers 
Stated that he was sorry Edgar was his 
brother; the city introduced some racy let- 
ters Said to have been written by Mrs, 
Futter to her husband, and some affec- 
tionate epistles which were said to have 
been received by Mrs. Fuller from some 
of her admirers. 


One of the leading ‘witnesses was John 
Marshall, the young man whom Mrs. Mar- 
shalt moaned on Tuesday afternoon as 
her poor boy who had been led to ruin 
by the siren, Mrs. Fuller.” John did not 
cut a very graceful or attractive figure, 
and Aitorney Jordan said: 

“Square yourself around there, Johnnie, 
and let the court have a good look at you.’’ 

The youth swore directly opposite to 
what his mother testified.

“Dagling,’’ and 
“duck,”’ “sugar pie’’ and ‘dumpling’ were 
some of the sweet appellations which oe- 
curred in these letters. 

A number of witnesses testified that Mrs. 
Fuller’s house was visited day and night 
by men, and some of the neighbors had 
been annoyed by men trying to find the 
Way to Mre. Fuller's late at night. The 
house and the fair occupant were both 
given.a bad name by the witnesses for the 
city. 

The defense introduced several witnesses 
who testified they were collectors, and 
had been to Mrs. Fuller's house very often 
on business.

Beatie testified that Fuller’s Character, s0 
far as they knew, was good. The doctor, 
however, was a little shaky on Mrs. Ful- 
ler’s reputation, admitting tnat he had 
heard ‘her ‘‘talked about.” :

Martin, candidate for mayor, the city ex- 
ecutive committee mét in the Austell 
building yesterday morning to investigate 
the charges brought by Mr. Woodward 
that mearty all the election managers ap- 
pointed by the committee were Martin 
men and that he had been utifairly treated. 

After the representatives of Mr. Wood- 
ward had been given ample opportunity to 
show wherein any of the managers were 
incapable or unreliable, and after Chairman 
Brotherton had stated plainly the com- 
mittee made the appointments prompted 
solely by a desire of securing the best men, 
the committee considered three vacancies 
resulting from resignations and made the 
following appointments: Mr. G@eorge E. 
Johnson Was selected as manager in the 
fifth ward to succeed Mr. Charles Tread- 
well; Mr. John Welch was unanimously 
selected clerk in the fifth ward in place of 
Mr. Oscar Turner, resigned; Mr. H. L. Wil- 
son was chosen clerk fn the sixth ward in 
the place of Mr. Nat Wilson, his son, who 
will be absent from the city the day of the 
primary. 

Neither Mr. Martin nor Mr. 
were present at the meeting. Ex-Council- 
man John Welch represented Mr. Wood- 
ward and made a warm speech, directing 
his remarks to the present managers and 
clerks in the fifth ward, who, he claimed, 
all were Martin men. He asked for at least 
one clerk in this ward, and the committee 
did not hesitate to give it to him. In fact 
Mr. Steve Glass suggested that Mr. Welch 
himself be asked to serve so that he could 
be certain that there was no fraud. Mr. 
Welch declined the honor, but afterwards 
accepted. He stated he had known and 
could prove fraud im the fifth ward in 
which the man he was working for had 
been counted out. The committee assured 
him that so far ag possible the election not 
Oniy in the fifth, but all over the city, 
would be absolutely fair. 

When seen after the committee 
Secretary M. M. Welch, of tiie 
committe, had the following to say in 
reference’ to the charges of unfairndse 
brought by Mr. Woodwerd:

Commissioners Will Make Public the 
Result of Their Investigations, 


MADE A TOUR OF THE STATE 


Many Places Have Asked for Location 
of the Camp. .

THE PRISON COMMISSIONERS WILL 
name the site for the new state prison 
in the next few days. 

After making a tour of the state and 
hearing appifcations from many localities, 
the commissioners will now decide on the 
place where the convicts will be placed 
and the announcement will probably be 
made before the present week is out. 

“Of course We can't discuss the matter 
publicly,” said Commissioner Turner yes- 
terday afternoon. “All that we can say is 
that we have fully investigated the matter 
and have visited many localities in the 
State. We have about reached a decision 
and the result of our investigations and 
deiiberations will be made known in the 
next few days.” 

The state prison, where the convicts are 
to be concentrated, has been a matter of 
interest before the public for a lone time. 
It has been agitated again and again and 
discussed throughout the length and 
breadth of the state. It was placed with 
the prison commissioners and they have 
authority vested in them to make the se- 
lection, 

“We have been especially anxious in this 
matter that we made no mistake, and we 
have gone about the selection of a camp 
site slowly, investigating all the applica- 
tions that were placed before us for our 
consideration by the various competing lo- 
calities,”” said Commissioner Turner yes- 
terday. were 

“The camp will go where all the con- 
victs will be assembled and will be the 
general distributing point. There will be 
also- placed the women and the children 
under fifteen years of age. The women 
convicts of the state are now under the 
management of Colonel Maddox, at Heard- 
mont, but his lease expires next April and 
the state will take them back, placing them 
at the general prison camp. There has 
been sharp competition between the sev- 
eral localities that asked for the camp. 
We will purchase about 3,000 acres of land 
and will improve the place, expending quite 
a large amount of money.”

Celia O’Brien Begs To Enter Willlam 
Searbrough’s Cell, 


'HE SAYS SHE RUINED HIM 


Was the Cause of His Taking His Em- 
ployer’s Money. 


SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS HINTED IT 


A Scene of Pathos at Police Barracks 
Last Night Which Failed To 
Soften Hearts of Officers.

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CONVULSED WITH SOBS AND WITH 
the tears flowing down her cheeks, Celia 
O’Brien, a young woman of the brunette 
type and of prepossessing appearance, 
pleaded with the officers at the police bar- 
racks last night to let her see William 
Scarbrough, the young drug clerk who 
was arrested night before last on a con- 
fessed charge of having robbed his em- 
ployer, Dr. Frank Edmondson, of several 
hundred dollars, 

Under ordinary circumstances the woman 
in tears would have moved the barracks 
officers to compassion, but Scarbrough had 
made a statement in which he charged the 
young woman with being the cause of his 
downfall. 

Celia, therefore, wept in vain. 

“You can’t see the prisoner,” said Call 
Officer Chosewood, and the weeping Wwo- 
man flung herself upon the shoulder of a 
female companion and her frame fairly 
shook with sobs. All this had no effect, but 
Captain Slaughter finally concluded that if 
Celia had a talk with the prisoner she 
might make him tell a few things which 
he wanted to know, and the scheming of 
the official did more than a barrel of eye- 
water could have accomplished. 

As was stated in yesterday’s Constitution, 
Scarbrough, who had been clerking for Dr. 
Edmondson at No. 53 Whitehall street for 
six months, was caught taking money from 
the cash @rawer. A piece of marked money 
trapped him. He made a full confession, 
but would not admit he had taken the 
amount claimed by his employer—$700 or 
$800—but said the amount would not go 
over $125. As Scarbrough was keeping up 
a handsomely furnished home on Rawson 
street for his fair siren, it is not probable 
he knows exactly how much money he 


did take. 
To the officers the young man said all 
his trouble wads cauSed by the woman with 


whom he had become madly in love. He“ 


met her in a house on .Thompson street 
and offered to take her to a home of her 
own—an offer which she gladly accepted. 

“IT was receiving $45 a month,” he said, 
“and could have lived well and laid by 
money every month, but I met Celia and 
fell in love with her. Since then she has 
done with me as she wished. She wanted 
more money than 1 was able to give her 
and I had to steal it. Every dollar I took 
that did not belong to me I gave to her. 
If she had not crossed my path I would 
not have been in this cell.’’ 

This is what made the story rather pecu- 
liar to the officers. While the prisoner was 
behind the bars bemoaning his fate and 
laying the blame at the door of a woman, 
the woman herself was on the outside weep- 
ing and wailing about him as though he 
were her beloved husband. 

“I love him, I love him,’’ was the burden 
of Celia’s song when she was making her 
plea for admittance to the prison. 

There is something behind the case which 
the officers have not made public. The pris- 
oner has intimated that if he told all he 
knew there would be some people who 
would wish to leave the city. Just what 
he means by this is not known, but it is 
surmised that he has expended some of 
the stolen money on young ladies, who, 
when asked to give up the diamonds and 
other jewelry, will do 6o in fear. 

It is possible that Scarbrough will re- 
veal to Celia O’Brien who these persons 
are and that she will tell the officers what 
he says in the hope of making it lighter‘on 
the young man who claims she has been 
his ruin.
